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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-17,31,33 will be allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art references most closely resembling the applications claimed invention are Byers 
(U.S. 6,975,619) and Cheng (U.S. 6,731,314). 

First Byers disclosed network based systems in which a requesting node queries a target node 
and, in response, the target node provides information regarding its geographic location to the 
requesting node. However Byers did not disclose, "the first node obtains a geographic location 
for a third node based on node identification information in the response packet and that the first 
node transmits geographic-specific information over the network to the second node based on the 
geographic location obtained" (claimsl ,31,33). 

Second Cheng discloses a server is a computer that holds the files for one or more sites. On the 
on hand, a very large web site may reside on a number of servers that may be in different 
locations. IBM is a good example; its web site consists of thousand of files spread out over many 
servers in world-wide locations. However Cheng did not disclose, "the first node obtains a 
geographic location for a third node based on node identification information in the response 
packet and that the first node transmits geographic-specific information over the network to the 
second node based on the geographic location obtained" (claims 1,31, 33). 
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In summary, the Examiner submits that there is no motivation to combine the aforementioned 
references; therefore, claims 1-17,31,33 have been deemed allowable over the prior art.
